In siu-f.-icc iiieasiirc- 
ments people will sja-ak of square 
metres and square cenlimetres instead 
of square yards an<l .square feet. In 
me.isiirin.i,' l.-ind tlie.v will rci-kon 
bci-tai-es instead of acres. ilMcasiire- 
meiils now expressed in cubic yards 
will lie made in <-iibii.- miMres. The 
bushel, peck, ^'alloii, iiuarl and iiiiil will 
disapiicar. ami ineasiiremeiils made in 
;;alloiis ami quarts will ]■>'. iniua! in 
litres. The litre is a iiproximately eiiual 
lo till! quart. The stere will i-epl.-u-e 
the c-oril in the nieasiiremenl of tire- 
wood, and till' (-ubic yard in the me;i- 
stiremciit. of sloiie, f;ravel or sand. 
Measureinents in pounds will lie nuiile 
in kilii;;i-aniiiies and .•.'i-animes. IJei-imals 
of a t-'iamme will be used instead of 
ounces and (.'rains. Tbe poiiiid is but 
sliglilly (lill'i^veiit fi-oiii one half of a 
kilogrummc. The metric ton differs 
tut slightly from tbe tun now in use. 
Favors Adoption 
Amotn; the ar.mimeiiis advanced by 
tbe leciiirer in favoi- of the adoiition of 
the metric .system were the followin;;: 
It has tlie advantage of bein;; orderly, 
tnetliodi(.-al, clear ami cxtreniely simple 
as compared with the British system, 
which is complicated, iinscieiititic, iind 
i:inoiniilous. The metric .sysliun is a 
decinaal syslem; for this reason all re- 
ductions are minle wilh the minimum 
amount of labor; il would be just as 
convenient to use as the decimal sys- 
lem ill the coiii.-ifie and money of Can- 
ada. It.s adoption w-oiild niaterially as- 
sist education by fai-ilitaliiiK the leai-n- 
iiiK of arlllimetic: estimates made by 
commitlees of eni]inry show that the 
work of at l0;!st two-tbirds of a yeai- 
in the life of every child could be saveil 
by lhf> adoption <if the melric system 
of weights mid measures. The system 
has been universally adopted by scien- 
tists, and this has greatly faciliDatod 



the development and .spread of Bcicn- 
titic knowledge. The iulerniitional .sys- 
tem of electrical units is based upon 
the metric system; all British and 
.■Vinerican L-lecirical engineers and wort;- 
nicn ir.nst work by il. I'he metric sy 
lem Ls exceedingly simple in ciilcdlalion, 
the saving in euerji.v consumed by a iii- 
tion in ji yufir or two in cnlculcalions 
rendered necessary by the nse of our 
present .■system of weighls and uica.slires 
alone would warrant the universal 
adoiition of the metric sy^itom. The 
iuloption of the system would bu ail ad- 
vanta^'o to British and lo Camidian 
manufacturers who, in manufacturiug 
t-rooils for home <-oiisunipliou and also 
for ex|iort to countries using the metric 
sysleiii, require in luuny cn.ses two kcIk 
of patterns nr dies, and the continued 
preparation of new iintlorns, models and 
designs is ne.essit :! 'ed. ,;:'lHie;, uieliic 
sv.steui wdubl >;rc:illv assist in pi'escrv- 
iii;; onr forei'.;ii trade, and . ulSO „C0n8tl- 
tute n most valuable menus 'of estonding 
it; the niaiiiteimuci> of the present -t>y«- 
tem^ by the BritiKh empire and the 
United States will more aud more bo 
found a serious drawback to the ox- 
teii.sion of their foreign trade. 

Prosont SlatuB 
The lecturer went- on, to oulluie the 
present status of the metric syslem m 
I'ainadu, Great Britain and tbe Lmled 
St.ites. The system .was made l(^i;al in 
.Canada as llihg ago as 18(0. In (ircal 
Brilaiu it Wtt's «Uthorizc<l in IHCiii. In 
Ihe latter country a select committee oi 
the house of cbmmons was appniiileil ni 
LSOo to TOStkb emiuiries as to the best 
means of reforming the British system- 
Tliey received evidence from ollleial, 
commercial, manufacturing, trade, cdii- 
caliouill and professional sources. II 
was recommende.l dial llie sysicm lie 
adopted and that after two ye.-u-s It be 
made compulsory; aiel, furlhcr, that H 
should be taught in all the s.-hools. Kc- 
linrts were pu-blislied eiiiliuilym- replies 
to the questions put 'hc 1-i'n'd iSalisbiii-j- 
to .-ill ambassadors in countries where 
tho .system was In vogne. These le- 
idies were in every case slrnuRly fiivoi-- 
able. lu Kebruiiry. loot, a Oil! wa.s iii- 
ti-oilucpd into the bouse of lords. Its 
tbird rending occuri-ed oii .M.-ty 17 and 
il was passcil on lo the commons. 'J'lio 
hill made llio melric system compulsory 
after April 5, lOOC, or such later date 
as might bo fi-ved by the council. Il 
was supported by oO (omicils, 10 chaiii- 
bei>s of commerce, long lists of retail 
dealers, trades unions, te.iiciiers, etc., 
representing a population of •J.SOII.ikio.

and oiie-liftli of this respectively. Th.> 
metric system was made obli'^'alury m 
I'orto .Itico in iX'M and was coiiliriued 
as Iho le-_'al .system in I be Philippiiies 
in .l!)l>;5. In WO- <i •h'ill "as introduced 
In the effect that Kovernmeutal dcpart- 
lueuts should nsw the system after ,lun- 
uarv 1, iOOl, aud by-- the peoiilo gener- 
ally" in I'.IOT. The bill was reported in 
.Vpril by comniiUee on a vote ot 10 to 
L', but mviiiK to press of business was 
not taken np. 

On Dei-ember l.S, I'.KCi, a bill was in- 
trodni.-ed i-eqiiirinn till governiiienl c-oii- 
tracts to iio made in the metric ■.:y.stem 
on and after .Inly I, lOOS. This hill is 
now before conirress. 

In (iroaler Britain tbe lecturer 
pointed out a contiiuioiis line of devel- 
oiuneni. In 1000 the foartli chamber 
of i-onimerco recoininended adoption. In 
l'.)02 the conrerence of colonial prem- 
iers reconimended aibqilion tbrout;liout 
the einpiro. in I'.KC! the tiftb clianiber 
of commerce, held in .Montreal, favored 
adoption; and in lOO-l a most favorable 
report was sent out by the c-olonial of- 
lico- In November, P.tO.'i, a letter was 
receivoil fi-om the iiromier of New /e,-i.' 
bind, cnelo.sinj,' a copy of the weights 
and measures act passiMl in that year 
adopting the syslem, to cmnc into force 
not soiuier than .laiinary 1, I'.IOO. In 
lAiistraliii also the nialler had demaiiil- 
ed tlii> attention of legislators.

Prof. 'Mi-Leniian said that iu <!ei- 
iiuiov the graniiiie -was tbe unit used, 
and " Parke Davis and other mauufai - 
tin-ers of drugs used the metric .system 
in manufacturing.

SUNDAY NEWSPAPERS. 



It is intimated in a despatch from 

Ottawa that the publication of Sunday 
jiewspnijors is to be jiroliibitod in 
Canada. It is also Intimated tliat the 
importation .' of Sunday newspapers 
".'■frboi the United States is' to be pro- 
liibitod as well. Of course, tho latter 
follows logically from tlic former, as it 
would be highly anomalous to stop the 
printinsr and distribution of Sunday 
newspapers at homo and permit the 
distribution of Sunday newspapers 
■brought in from tho outside. If one 
is wfongr, so is the other. 

It is' argrued -in, justification of the 
prohibition of Sunday newspapers in 
Hrltish Columbia that tho law niust^Jje 
T.niform throughout Canada, and that 
it Is absurd to ONomiit this province 
from tlic Koneral application of a 
principle which is right in itself. But 
the law as it stands is not uniform in 
its effect. It does recognize the prin- 
ciple of local custom, in so far as 
Quebec is concerned, and, tliereforo, 
furnishes its own precedent for recog- 
nition of the rights of British Colum- 
Tjia publishers, who have Issued news*- 
papers on Sunday from the very 
earliest colonial days. liecause tlie 
newspapers of eastern Canada, or 
, Canada, east of the Kocky M*ountalns, 
In deference to public sentiment, or 
established usage, have always i)ub- 
Ilshed on Monday morning instead of 
on Sunday, is not an argument in 
favor of British Columbia being rom- 
pelied to follow their example. It is 
'simply a Question of the tyranny of 
number.s. It may fairly be assumed 
that if the conditions had been re- 
\ersed, and Ihe eastern newspapers 
had been in the habit of pubiislilng on 
Sunday instead of Monday, no change 
'would have leen made. We are in 
llils Instance, as In all other.';, Indc- 
jicndcnt n( [\\r nii'cil.'i of the case, 
governed in accordance with dominant 
eaiitern sentiment. 

To be entirely consistent parliament 
sliould make it a pen:il of'i'nco for 
pnople to read on Sutid,:.v pain'rs ])uli- 
lishcd on Saturday. If tliero is any 
object in a Ittw prohibiting papers 
jbeing printed and distributed on 
Siniday. it is to prevent people Irom 
reading them on Sunday. It cannot 
bi' on account of the manual labor 
performed, because, as we have point- 
ed out over and over again, and it 
^ cannot be gainsaid, tliere is more 
actual labor on Sunday involved In 
connection with a paper published on 
Monday tlian there l.s- In connection 
IwUh a paper publislied on Sunday, 
j There is not. a dally paper in Canada 
1 published on Saturday that is not at 
leasi dould<> the sli^e nt the ordinary 
■\voel;-i!ay I'aper, ('Ver\- one of them 
i:ontalning a specially prepared sup- 
jplement similar In all respects to what 
i'is published by the Colonist. Can 
any reasonable person contend that 
this extra residing matter on Saturday 
; is not prepared Hpeclally in view of 
■J the Sunday following? Is ' it not, 
■therefore,' arrant hypocrisy to say that 
a paper publislied on Sunday morning 
is more hnrniful to the morals of the 
Iieopie than one published on Satur- 
<i:iy ariornoon' with precisely the same 
ol)Jecl ill view? Is it not a rule that 
'most people, who can afford It^provlde 
tliemselvcs on Saturday with tL" supply 
of rending matter for Sunday? Tlie 
'(inly (lilTnrence, piactlcally, between 
the week-day luid the Sunday paper 
road on Sunday Is tliat tho latter con- 
tains newer, fi'esher news, which Is so 
much in its favor.

HILL'S HOIVIE-COMiNG. 

Wo arc very glad to know ^hat Mr. 
.1. ,1. Mill has given large orders for 
steel rails to Canadian steel I'olllng 
mills for his C<'.nadlun lines of rall- 
\vay. The statement made In the 
Colonist some time ago to tho effect 
that he would not use Canadian rails 
was on the authority of an Inteiview 
given by Mr. Hill himself, which ap- 
peared In one of our contemporaries. 
The statements made In the' news- 
paper 111 wliicii his interview ai>- 
peared have not, to our knowleilge, 
ever been eontradictetl l)y 1dm or on 
his behalf. it is a piciisure lo know, 
however, that the great niagimte has 
"reformed" within ^he last few months 
and that he Is going to be one of the 
very best of Canadians. It is a very 
liigli triliute to ("anada .tliat one of 
Air. lllll's standing In the railway and 
linanclal world should have recanted, 
and that Ijis former attitude of an- 
tagonism lo our Interests should have 
changed to one of f rli^ndllness and 
ailniiratioii. No one is-niore delight- 
ed with tlie development in his sen- 
llm'ents towards Canada than our- 
selves. Hill is growing old. He has 
made for himself one of the first 
places, if not tho lirst place, In the 
great railway world of the United 
States. In bis designs upon Cana- 
dian terrftory as a Held for Invasion 
he has been forcibly reminded that he 
was born and raised a Canadian. He 
left Canada because he thought it wus 
not a country in whicli he could grow 
big and powerful — a country without 
scope for his undoubted talents and 
high ambition. Canada has grown 
great without him, and is now a 
country of which even Jim Hill can 
be proud. The memories of youth 
hdvia 'been stirring within, and he has 
become homesick. He longs to re- 
turn to his native lieatli. lie has 
said lo liini|elf: "1 will arise and go 
to my father's house." • He Is coming 
hack, not like the prodigal, living on 
husks and without decent apparel. 
We see hini afar off and are prepared 
to embrace hlin and kill the fatted calf 
in his honor Just the same. ,.' He is ail 
the more welcome because he has 
plenty. If Jim Hill had gone "bus"" 
in tlie American Xorthwcst, lllie our 
friend "Baptiste," and come home on 
a freight train, not one of his Journal- 
istic admirers would have thought of 
being at the station to meet him;

THE RUSSIAN SITUATION. 

I'lie news from Russia is of a most 
disiiuietiiig character. It is, in fact, 
very grave. The lower or popular 
house is in conflict with the govern- 
ment represented by llie miidsl r\'. and 
as there is no |)rosi)eet of either siile 
yielding, the country appears to be, 
in the language of the Associated 
I'ress, on the verge of a Titanic 
struggle. The miuisli-y is weak with- 
out the great directing mind of Wilte, 
but it is not probable that the 
struggle could be averted even with 
that statesman at the helm. 

The point of view of the govern- 
ment and that of llie mendiers of the 
members of the popular assembly are 
so wide apart and' so radically differ- 
ent that reconciliation seems hopeless. 
The former represents a condition of 
mlhd Imbued with ail the traditions of 
bureaucracy and czardoiii, while tlie 
latter has been led lo e.vpect more 
from a representative form of govern- 
ment than would be,. possible for even 
a liberal-minded and reasonable min- 
istry lo aci.'ede to. The one is re- 
actionary in its inond. and the other 
revolutionary. Neither can sympathize 
in ilio smallest degrge with the othpr. 
The one is striving as far as possible 
to preserve the ancient prerogatives of 
the crown; and the other, whose ap- 
petite has been whetted by tho taste 
of power, Iff^ striving tp: dispossess the 
former 'of as mn^h as .^josslble and 
niinlnilzo its authority. Between them 
there is scarcely a posslbliity^bf rea- 
sonable coniprcuniso. 

.Such a condition of affairs as is out- 
lined In the foregoing nppcar.s to be 
reasonably certain,' although It is-quite 
Impossible for peg^ilo in this country 
to fully realize the siluation of affairs 



radical and reform ' element, and while 
it may be an educated and intelligent 
body, rclallvey speaking, in itself, Us 
demands are of too sweeping ii cluir- 
acter. A government feeling the re- 
sponsibility of maintaining law arid 
order and resjiectlng the rights of 
projierty naturally is opposed to radi- 
cal measures. Any government real- 
izing the condition of affairs, how- 
ev«r Weil inclined tb the masiies, 
would be desiriuis of feeling Its way 
lirst in carrying out untried experi- 
menls. Us position at the present 
time Is a critical one. To resign 
would be to throw the government 
into a ecnulilion of chaos, and lo resist 
uiiat are, i)ossibly honestly, fcdt to lie 
unjust and extreme demands is to 
court revolution. Russia Is probably 
nearer the point today where symp- 
toms resemble those preceding the 
Krencli revolution, than ever before. 
Writers are already inuking compari- 
sons between M. Kovalesky in ilie 
role he is enacting, and Robespierre. 
Of course. French precedents very 
readily occur lo the mind in a na- 
tional crisis like this, and for that 
reason the impressions conveyed may 
be misleading. In the temper In 
which the Russian leaders of opinion 
are In, however, results may easily 
follow similar in couseiiucnce. It not 
l)ai-allel in other respects, to those 
which caused France to run red In 
blood. 

Agreement on any common basis 
between douiiui and ministry was 
foredoomed from tho very outset. In 
an article in Collier's Weekly on the 
Russian parliament, several para.- 
graphs disclose the impossibility In 
one or two concise paragraplis: 

"Upon taking the chair the new 
president ordered the government ofll- 
clals who encumbered the iloor lo ro- 
llro. They went, and the cheering 
duiiia enjoyed- its lirst taste of power. 
It li.id another when Ivan Pelrunke- 
vllch, who had been iiisolenlly 
snubbed by the young C-/,ar a dozen 
years before for daring to j mention 
tlie word 'constitution,' mounted Uu 
tribune and set the house In a tlamc 
of enthusiusni by telling it that the 
llrsl words pronounced in an assembly 
of the Russian people should be free- 
dom and a demand for amnesty for 

tho^e who had fought for tho cause. 
• * * 

"There was a strong feeling, es- 
pecially among the peasants and tho 
workmen, in favor of the Imiiiedlate 
passage of a resolution demanding 
amnesty and the abolition of tlie 
council of the empire, which Is to act 
as an upper house of parliament. Hul 
the cool-headed leaders succeeded in 
inducing the radicals to wait for the 
preparation of a dlgnilicd address in 
rei)ly lo tho speech fioni t'e.i throne, 
promising that all reasonable reforms 
should have due attention. 

"To clinch this understanding, the 
house on May 12 unanimously adopt- 
ed a resolution Instructing tlie com- 
mittee on the reply lo embody In Us 
address a request for complete am- 
nesty for nil political, agrarian and 
military crimes, and the abolition of 
tlie death penally for all offem-es of 
every sort. Those who had expected 
the peasants to toe a conservative 
element, awed by their simple faith In 
the Czai-, were palnfujly disappointed. 
The peasant dei)uties lootc the lead In 
every radical inovement, and 122 of 
them even refused to .attend the ban- 
(luet given by the St. Petersbuig city 
council in honor of the duma, on the 
ground that they could not approve 
the expenditure of $3,600 for such a 
puri>osi' while the poor were facing 
starvation." 



I iieard. To make the la.w consistent 
with Itself, however, it would be 
nece.ssary Lo insert a clause prevent- 
ing personal canvass of the voters by 
candidates or their agpnts. One 
measure would be as dlBlculfto aalis- 
factoriiy enforce as the other. To 
prevent men from discussing with 
each oth.-jr the political issues of the 
day in such a way as not to be re- 
garded ■ as directly Influencing and 
soliciting voles could not be done 
w-ltliout an interference with the, lib- 
erty of tho subject. Endless ditll- 
cuitles at once suggest themselves. 

In regard to compulsory voting, it 
might not aiipear to he so dlfllcult to 
make effective, but in i)ractlcc it 
would be scarcely less. Illness is a 
reason that would bts-'fowd to be too 
often convenient, whllo ''good and 
sullicient reasons" would cover a iiiul- 
tltude of sins. Of course, there is 
the inconvenience and "nuisance" of 
going before a Judge to ayold lt, which 
In most Instances would be greater 
than going to llie polls; but fancy 
the trouble involved in a person ^^^lo 
is ill, or who may liavc a good and 
sufficient reason, having* to furnish 
proof in tho way suggested. And 
after all, notliing will pi-ovido against 
the perversity of limnan nature. it 
Is a very old saying liiat you may 
take a horse to water but that yon 
cannot make hlin drink. The dispo- 
sition of nliu- out of ten unwilling 
voteis would bt- to c-ast a blanl-; balloi 
rather than lo be coerced into doing 
something tliey did not want to do. 

It would be a very desirable tiling 
If every elector capable of going to 
•he polls could be Induced to vote ui 
elections, bill so many contingencies 
suggest themselves in niuklng it 
legally imperative that It Is question- 
able if it could be made to work out 
satisfactorily. Such loglslallon be- 
longs lo the long list of sumptuary 
laws in exist(-ncc or suggested as a 
means of making people good by act 
of parliament. The exercise of ihe 
fraiichlse may be both a duty and a. 
privilege. So also are a great iiiaii.\- 
ol!u-r tilings; but when lawmakers 
undertake to satisfy all the ethical 
reijulremeuts of society by statutes 
made and provided they will find 
tlieni more bulky- than useful.

COMPULSORY VOTING, 

The select committee on election 
laws has reported lo the Mouse of 
Commons In favor of compulsory vot- 
ing. It is sought lo amend the law 
by dlaciualifying- any person for six 
years who falls to vole at an election. 
The propo.sal is qualified as follows: 
"Mo iierson .shall, however, be so dis- 
(lualilied if he has been prevented 
vented from voting by illness or liy 
any other good and sufficient reason, 
and any such pei-son may obtain from 
a judge of any court of record, upon 
satisfying such Judge upon oatli or 
afllrniatlon tliat ho had a good and 
sufficient reason for not voting, a 
certlflcate of enfranchisement nnnul- 
ing the dlsaualincat ion, wliicli corlifi- 
cale may hi- in the form K. Iv. Any 
person who, rfvhlle dlsqualUlcd under 
the provisions of this section, votes 
or attempts to vote In any election 
shall be liable to r fine of not less 
than fifty dollars and costs and not 
more than one hundi-ed dollars and 
costs, or in default of payment of sueh 
lino and costs, lo iniprisonmeiit for 
any term not exceeding three .months 
arid not less than one month, with or 
without hard labor." 

Compul.^ory voting has long been 
suggested as a remedy for the many 
evils incident to election. It has been

His 
speeidi was enthnsiiistically received, 
esiieeiiilly his reference to the negotia- 
licMis Willi Lord Slnithcona, which had 
resulted in the continuance of the ar- 
rangement for the siihsiily to the C.P.li. 
iniiil service acress (,'aiiada to the l'"ar 
J'hust. 'I'liis iirraiigenient will continue 
for t\vi> years, during which cerlain 
adjustineuts which have been jiroposed 
will be considered. An ciiually welcome 
mnounc'ement was that should he lie in 
ollice. he hoped to liiko part in the 
Colonial conference, which is appears 
i.i iiractically lixcd foi- the middle ot 
April, 11)07. Some colonials linve been 
rlisiippointed that our general ^election 
made a coiiforeiiee iuipossllble this year. 
Some had imagined there was a disposi- 
tion on the inirl ot the present govern- 
ment: to shelve the thing for a good 
A\liih! longer. This, oC course, was a 
mistake. The new cabinet and the new 
house oC coinnions is as keen to meet 
eidonials and discuss Imperial eoucorns 
as their predecessors were. In fact, 
considering that the majority are of the 
.same demueratio vijfw and of the same, 
social class as colonials in- general are, 
there is perhaps a stronger bond of 
sympathy between AVestininster mid the 
cidoilies thiiii tlierc ever "Wlis. 

Loril lOlgiii luadc a uscfnl ptjI.-L 7.hen 
he said hi; thougl'.l. tJuloiiials should meet 
in Knglaiid oflener lliiin they do, and 
so strengthen the hmids of Imiierial 
unity by spreading a better under:itand- 
ing in this country of what the empire 
is an<l who our fellow <-itizens of 
'lireatei- Hritiiin are. In this matter 
K'anadians have .<et a good examjile, but 
it must lie coiil'essed that their social 
'gatherings in Lundon partake too nuich 
of the excUisiveness of I'^reeiuasonry. 
■ li'or camaraderie uuioiig fellow Cana- 
dians on this side, sneli exidusiveness 
is perhaps desirable, hut the social ae 
tivities of the Canada (dub, the Cuiiii 
dian society in London might, with ad- 
vantage, he extended to meetings witl; 
trade, political, social anil other organ- 
izations here, to give opportunities for 
conversing at close quarters to both 
colonials and Britons. A public meet 
ing of Canadianc or Australians in Lon- 
don is a thing unheard of and yet ns a 
means of conveying information about 
this country nnd interesting traders and 
settlers-, such meetings are very desir- 
able. 

Sir IJeiMers ISiiIler who is always 
welcomed warmly in (/anatlian circles, 
had a line reception when ho rose to re- 
spond to "The Imperial h'orces." Ho 
paid an enl husiastic tribute to the Can- 
adians ill South .\frica and said that 
with tlii.'ir i-(diniiiil experience and 
training, they had ilcvelojied qualities as 
hunters anil scouts which the 1-higlish 
soldier lacked hut which were very es- 
sential in ■\i','irfarc. If such proc-eedings 
as these at the Canada club were at ;ill 
well repiirhni, they would have great 
influence oiilside, but they are imt and 
therefore, it may be said that in addition 
to such delightful fniictioiis .as these 
periodical iliniiers, il would be a guoil 
thing if Canailiaiis in Loinlon had oc- 
casional gatherings of a popular char- 
acter.

T'lie princess, and 
indeed, all who :iaw the- exhibition of 
these products and the pathetic figures 
of the sweated workers -who are so iii- 
ii]uitonsiy ireateil, wore startled nnd 
distressed at Ihe revelation of industrial 
misery. We need no longer ii.sk, 
"Wherefore do the poor, complain 
There aro many thousands living hidden 
iu the grey nether -world of London's 
.sw-eate<l labor, that the iiublic may >.'et 
■bargains and that trades may ciiricli 
themselves. This exhibition is likely 
enough to e.\cite some ngitatioii among 
reformers, to have some legislative ac- 
tion to protect these ,\yrcteliod workers 
—mostly women — is trade unionists 
are protected, 

i^Vii interesting casa was decided tliis 
week In the high court which shows the 
evil of the "tied house" system, -whieli 
is in so large a measure responsible for 
drunkenness. A publican had . taken 
over a house leased by a lirin of brew- 
ers, and he proceeded to make it "a 
nice cle%n village inn," Tvhero visitors 
■\vore supplied -with a reasonable amount 
uf liquor, and where at the public bar 
noisy drunkenness was abolished by 
limiting the drink sold to custopiers. 
This, the brewers contended, ■was in 
1 ( Strain ot tDeir trade, and that it was 
the publican's duty under his agreement 
to buy all his llQUor from them and to 
sell all he could. Tho jndge hns held 
the publican ^as within his. right, and 
amply justified, and dismissed the 
(brewers' case. This -will have a good 
effect in many country towns, where 
the pU'blican may do well ns a viljiigc 
innkeeper, -without cultivating excessive 
drinking among customers. 

The government, so far, is making 
.steady, and on tho whole raiiid progress 
in its work of social rerDriii. The 
magistracy, so long the exclusive asset 
of the lauded gentry, is to 'h^- open lo 
nil suitable citizens without any pro- 
perty qtrnlilieatioii. The position i.s not 
an eleetod one, hut niagi.slrates may be 
reeoinmonded b.v their neighbors for 
iKuniiiiilion by tho shorifl: of the county 
nnd appointed l)y the lord chancellor. 
The effect will bo to democratise the 
(bench and remove in time the squire 
and the landlord y from the exclusive 
position of judicial authority at quartet: 
ses.sions. 

Another exo/;llent measure which 
pnfi.sed its first reading wilhoat i|uostioii 
was that nbolisliing the pi-nperty vote 
which gives landlords nnd any owners 
of house property tho absurd privilege 
of recording ns ninny voti's ns they 
liavo qualifying properties. This "iihu-.il 
voting" by the rich ipoopio will be abol- 
ished nnd nn owner of several proiier- 
in different electoral, dlviBions mn>t
